With an estimated crop this 
year of over twenty million boxes, 
using the larger sized box, it 
means that Florida growers will 
actually give away over two and 
a half million boxes, to say noth- 
ing of payin’ the freight to get 'em 
to northern markets. 

So. Lawrence suggests that we 
get smart and adopt the same size 
box as California at the same 
tightening up on our grade and 
pack, shipping only our best 
grade fruit and encourage by- 
product plants to locate here and 
provide a market for the third 
grade fruit and culls that now tend 
to drag down the price of Florida 
fruit. 

All of which sounds to me like a 
lot of horse-sense, but maybe our 
growers have been playin’ Santa 
Claus so long they might resent 
any attempt to take ‘em out of 
that role. 

Anyhow, Mr. Gentiles idea 
ought to appeal to a lot of candi- 
dates who are fixin' to run for 
this and that and wadt somethin’ 
to talk to the growers about, and 
a good citrus box might make a 
lot better platform than a soap 
box in cur fruit growin’ counties.
